is himself, 

Reznor’s new album, With Tevth, hits stores 
on May 3. Just a couple weeks later, he will tum 
40, The new album, at its core, is the product 
of a mid-tife crisis. And that what makes it 
extraordinary. 

More than five years in the making, With 
‘Teeth abandons the conceptual style of 1990’s 


of distinctive, lyric-driven songs 
that are strikingly different from 
his earlier work, although still 
instantly recognizable as pure 
NIN. 

Opening with the spooky- 
yel-upbeat,  keyboard-driven 
“All The Love fia The World,” 
Reznor makes it clear to us that 
he’s not out to exorcise any 
demons this time around, but maybe just poke 
fun a bit at the human condition. 

Dave Grohl of the Foo Fighters steps 
in on drums to give a more organic feel to 
several songs on the album than any other 
NIN release of the past. “The Collector’ and 
“Getting Smaller” are examples of guitar-heavy, 
live drum rock jams that discard nearly every 
element of the industrial genre.

UNO track splits travel between 
Drake Relays and NCC heptathlon

Several UNO athletes will head out 
of town this weekend as the UNO track 
and field team nears the end of a stellar 
season. Foluso Makinde, the 400-meter, 1600- 
meter and distance medley relay teams will 
compete at the Drake Relays, in Des Moines, 
Iowa. Debbie Akerly, Kalyn Byers, Julie Gass, 
and Anastasia Kyvelidou will travel to Grand 
Forks, N.D., for the North Central Conference 
Heptathlon. 

The Drake Relays, known as America’s 
Athletic Classic, has attracted world class 
athletes like Jesse Owens, Carl Lewis, Suzy 
Favor Hamilton, and Michael Johnson to lace 
up their spikes on the famous “Blue Oval.” 
This year Olympic high jumpers Amy Acuff 
and Matt Hemingway, hurdler Joey Woody 
and 400-meter runner Jeremy Warnier will 
compete. 

Several Mavericks look at the Drake 
Relaysasa litmus test for nationals, competing 
against elite athletes in front of 18,000 fans. 

Senior Molly Miller is excited to compete 
for the first time at the Drake Relays, with a 
part in the distance medley relay. 

“It will be a really tough meet, but it 
will be a really good experience, just to be at 
Drake,” Miller said. 

Foluso Makinde placed fourth in’ the 
university and college division long jump 
last year. In a field heavily saturated with 
Division | athletes and a driving. rain, 
Makinde jumped 18 feet, 4 inches. This year, 
Makinde will jump against the country’s 
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best, including April Holliness of Baylor, who 
placed third at the NCAA Division I Outdoor 
Championships in 2004. 

In the distance medley relay, the 
Mavericks will face some of the nation’s top 
Division If and small college relay teams. 
Each of the four members of the team will 
runa different length on the track; 400 meters, 
800 meters, 1200 meters and 1600 meters. The 
event is one of the most popular at the Drake 
Relays 

The women’s 3200-meter relay team 
will get a preview of things to come at the 
NCC Championships when they face off 
with South Dakota and North Dakota. Also 
competing in the event will be runners from 
Southwest Baptist, Lewis and Concordia. 
The 1600-meter relay, a team with national 
intentions, will face South Dakota and 
Minnesota-Duluth in the — preliminary 
round. The final round will possibly put the 
Mavericks against Lincoln University, who 
beat them at last year’s Drake Relays and 
national championships. 

In the 400-meter relay UNO’s best lineup 
of sprinters will also compete against South 
Dakota and Lincoln University. The final at 
Drake may look very similar at the 400-meter 
relay final in Abliene, Texas for the national 
championship. 

The NCC Heptathlon may be a very 
successful meet for the Mavericks. Four 


Mavs have the ability to post high scores | 


and possibly sweep the top three spots.

The 2005 NFL draft was full of 
surprises and disappointments for several 
college players. This year’s draft was full 
of underclassmen looking for that big time 
payoff in the league. It was a long, six-hour 
first round, and players had to be patient 
while waiting to be selected. 

First off, tip your hats to the Auburn 
Tigers. The team had four players selected 
in the first round, which included the Miami 
Dolphins second pick, running back Ronnie 
Brown, Tampa Bay’s fifth pick, running 
back Carnell “Cadillac” Williams and_ the 
Washington Redskins ninth and asth picks, 
defensive back Carlos Rogers and quarterback 
Jason Campbell. 

Michigan wide receiver Braylon Edwards 
was the first receiver drafted, going third 
overall to the Cleveland Browns. That pick 
made sense, but South Carolina receiver Troy 
Williamson going to the Minnesota Vikings 
as the seventh overall pick was a gamble, 
considering Williamson will be asked to 
fill the shoes of Randy Moss. Utah junior 
quarterback Alex Smith got the first overall 
pick, ending all speculations of California 
quarterback Aaron Rodgers getting the bid. 
| Rodgers dropped all the way down to 24! by 
the Green Bay Packers. This will be good for 
him though, because he will be learning from 
Brett Favre, one the greatest quarterbacks still 
playing the game. Favre has a history of his 
| backups, like Kurt Warner, going on to future

It seems that the Detroit Lions are trying 
to put together a receiving triple threat, by 
picking Mike Williams, the tenth overall 
pick out of Southern California, to join Roy 
Williams and Charles Rogers to help out 
quarterback Joey Harrington. Now there 
should be no excuses of why Harrington can’t 
get the ball to his receivers. 

The Tennessee Titans surprised their fans 
by selecting defensive back Adam “Pac Man” 
Jones out of West Virginia with the sixth 
overall pick. He was the first defensive player 
selected in the draft. Fans expected the Titans 
to snag Mike Williams to help out Steve 
MeNait. 

The very emotional Doak Walker Award- 
winning running back Cedric Benson out 
of Texas was the first Longhorn to go, with 
the fourth overall pick by Chicago Bears. For 
some reason, Benson expected to go lower 
than that with all the talk of the Aubum backs 
getting possible first overall selections. 

I have to congratulate the Nebraska 
Combhuskers, because for the first time since 
1998, they had a first-round draft pick. The 
Oakland Raiders with the 24th overall pick 
selected defensive back Fabian Washington. 
Sports Illustrated recently ranked the Huskers 
as one of the worst programs in the NCAA 
when it comes to preparing players for the 
NFL. Nebraska also had two early second- 
round picks with linebacker Barrett: Rudd 
and safety Josh Bullocks, but the surprise for 
the Cormhuskers was center Richie Incognito, 
who was kicked off the team but got drafted

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juniors and seniors decided to sign with us,”
